A BY-LAW 

To  reyatatc  the  election  of  Reeve  and  Councillors  for 
the  Municipality  of  Richmond  for  the  year  JSOH. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for 
the  election  of  a Reeve  and  Councillors  for  the 
Municipality  of  Richmond  for  the  year  1892,  and  to 
appoint  a Returning  Officer  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Councillors 
of  the  Municipality  of  Richmond  as  follows 

1.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  five  Councillors  and 
a Reeve,  and  the  several  Wards  shall  be  represented 
as  follows  : — There  shall  be  elected  one  Councillor  for 
each  of  the  several  Wards,  namely,  Wards  1 , 2,  3,  4 
and  5.  Each  voter  qualified  to  vote  in  each  of  the 
respective  Wards  shall  have  two  votes,  one  for  a 
Reeve  and  one  for  a Councillor ; provided  that  no 
voter  shall  have  more  than  one  vote  for  Reeve  at  one 
and  the  same  election. 

2.  The  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  respective 
offices  of  Reeve  and  Councillors  shall  take  placs  on  the 
second  Monday  in  January,  1892,  at  the  Richmond 
Town  Hall,  from  12  m.  to  2 p.m.,  and  the  polling,  if 
any,  on  the  Thursday  following,  at  said  Town  Hall, 
from  8 a. m.  to  4 p.m.  Proceedings  at  such  nomina- 
tion and  election  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  “ Muni- 
cipal Act,  1891.” 

3.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  on  the  day  of  nomina- 
tion, noihinate  such  persons  as  shall  be  put  in  nomina- 
tion in  that  behalf,  and  in  case  of  a poll  being  required 
a ballot  box  shall  be  provided  for  the  votes  for  a Reeve 
and  for  a Councillor  for  each  Ward,  as  the  exigencies 
of  the  case  may  require. 

4.  Separate  ballot  papers  shall  be  provided  for  the 
election  of  a Reeve  and  of  Councillors  in  the  respective 
Wards,  on  which  ballot  papers  shall  be  written  or 
printed  the  names  of  the  several  candidates,  their  oc- 
cupation and  residence,  and  in  the  case  of  Councillors, 
the  Wards  for  which  such  candidates  are  nominated. 

5.  The  pulling  place  shall  be  furnished  with  a com- 
partment in  which  the  voters  can  mark  their  ballots 
secured  from  observation. 

6.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  immediately  before 
the  opening  of  the  poll  show  the  ballot  box  to  such 
persons  as  are  present,  so  that  they  may  see  that  it  m 
empty ; he  shall  then  lock  the  box  and  place  his  seal 
upon  it  in  such  a manner  as  to  prevent  its  being  opened 
without  breaking  the  seal,  and  shall  then  place  the 
box  in  his  view  for  the  receipt  of  ballot  papers. 

7.  Before  handing  the  ballot  paper  or  papers  to  the 
voter,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  write  or  stamp  his 
initials  upon  the  back  of  the  ballot  paper,  and  shall 
check  off  the  number  of  such  voter  on  the  list  of 
voters. 

8.  The  voter  shall  then  proceed  into  a separate  com- 
partment provided  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  secretly 
mark  his  ballot  paper  or  papers  with  an  X on  the  right 
hand  side  opposite  the  name  of  any  candidate  for  whom 
he  desires  to  vote,  and  shall  then  fold  the  ballot  paper 
or  papers  in  such  a manner  as  to  conceal  the  names  of 
the  candidates  and  the  X,  but  so  as  to  expose  the 
initials  of  the  Returning  Officer,  and  shall  then  place 
the  same  in  the  ballot  box  in  the  presence  of  the  Re- 
turning Officer. 

9.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  poll  the  Re- 
turning Officer  shall  at  the  polling  place  and  in  pre- 
sence of  such  of  the  candidates,  or  of  their  accredited 
agents,  as  may  be  present,  open  the  ballot  box  and 
proceed  to  count  the  votes.  He  shall  examine  the 
ballot  papers,  and  shall  reject  as  void  any  ballot  paper 
not  having  his  initials  on  its  back,  or  on  which  more 
votes  are  given  than  the  elector  is  entitled  to  give,  or 
on  which  there  is  any  mark  or  writing  by  which  the 
voter  can  be  identified,  and  forthwith  thereafter  de- 
clare to  he  elected  the  candidates  for  whom  the  ma- 
jority of  votes  have  been  given.  After  delaring  the 
result  of  the  poll  the  Returning  Officer  shall  seal  up 
all  the  ballot  papers  used  at  the  election,  and  shall 
keep  them  in  his  possession  for  twelve  months,  unless 
called  upon  legally  to  deliver  up  the  same,  after  which 
he  shall  destroy  them. 
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10.  When  .-in  equality  of  votes  is  found  to  exist  be- 
tween any  candidates  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have 

the  casting  vote.  _ ,

VICTORIA  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

No.  146. 

A BY-LAW 

To  Establish  Public  Markets  and  Weigh-houses  in 
the  City  of  Victoria , and  to  Jleyulnte  the  Same. 


BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  as  fol- 
lows : — 

Designation  of  Markets. 

The  following  places  shall  be  respectively  designated 
and  declared  to  be  public  markets  of  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria, to  wit ■ 

That  piece  or  parcel  of  land  comprised  in  Lots  586, 
587,  588  and  west  half  589,  Block  N.,  situate  on  Cor- 
morant Street,  which  .'aid  piece  or  parcel  of  land  is 
set  apart  for  the  sale  of  butchers’  meats,  fish,  vege- 
tables, butter,  eggs,  cheese,  and  other  farm  produce, 
together  with  dry  goods,  fancy  goods,  etc. 

And  Lots  ; >04,  595,  596,  597  and  598,  situate  on 
Fisguard  Street,  which  portion  of  land  is  set  apart  for 
weigh  scales,  and  for  sale  of  cattle,  farm  produce,  fire 
wood,  etc. 

Duties  of  Market  Superintendent. 

I.  The  Market  Superintendent  shall,  under  the  con- 
trol and  direction  of  the  Market  Committee,  have  the 
care  and  superintendence  of  the  said  markets,  market 
places  and  weigh-house,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
execute  and  carry  into  effect  all  regulations,  orders 
and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  markets,  and 
to  prosecute  any  breach  thereof,  and  to  keep  a record 
of  the  same.  The  said  Superintendent,  and  also  his 
deputies  or  assistants,  if  any,  shall  be  sworn  in  as 
special  constables,  and  shall  wear  a badge  indicative 
of  his  or  their  authority  as  such,  and  shall  attend  the 
markets  constantly  during  market  hours. 


2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Market  Superin- 
tendent to  inspect  all  articles  brought  to  the  market, 
to  decide  all  differences  and  disputes  as  to  the  qualities 
thereof  between  buyers  and  sellers,  to  classify  the 
various  denominations  of  vendors  in  'aid  markets  and 
to  arrange  all  those  contiguously  who  deal  in  the  same 
or  similar  articles  ; to  arrange  all  vehicles  brought  to 
the  said  markets,  and  to  enforce  with  impartiality  all 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same. 

3.  The  markets  shall  be  kept  open  daily,  except 
Sundays  and  public  holidays,  from  6 a.m.  to  9 p.m. 
from  the  first  of  May  until  the  first  day  of  November, 
and  from  6 a.m.  to  8 p.m.  from  the  first  of  November 
until  the  first  of  May  in  each  and  every  year.  The 
shops,  hereinafter  provided  for  in  clause  13  of  this 
by-law,  shall  be  allowed  to  keep  open  until  9 p.m., 
provided  always,  that  on  Saturday,  in  each  and  every 
week, unless  the  Saturday  falls  upon  a public  holiday, 
in  which  case  on  the  day  preceding  any  such  public 
holiday,  the  said  markets  and  shops  shall  be  kept  open 
until  10  p.m.  from  first  December  to  first  May,  and  11 
p.m.  from  the  first  May  till  first  December. 

4.  The  Market  Superintendent  shall  be,  ex-officio, 
Weigb-master  for  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  he  shall,  in 
addition  to  his  duties  as  said  Superintendent,  keep 
open  the  weigh-house  or  weighing-machine,  or  weigh- 
houses  or  weighing-machines,  that  are  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be  established,  and  to  attend  thereat  during 
market  hours  for  the  purpose  of  weighing  articles 
required  to  be  weighed,  and  the  scales,  weights  and 
measures,  and  everything  connected  with  them,  shall 
be  maintained  in  a clean  and  orderly  manner,  and  the 
Market  Superintendent,  or  his  assistants,  shall  weigh 
or  measure  the  different  articles  that  are  sold,  or  are 
to  be  sold  and  disposed  of  on  the  said  markets,  when- 
ever required  by  the  parties  interested  therein,  or  any 
one  of  them,  for  which  weighing  or  measuring  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  ask,  demand  and  receive  the  charges  set 
forth  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  of  the  City 
Council.  And  said  Superintendent  or  his  assistant,  if 
any,  shall  keep  a regular  account  in  detail  of  all  goods 
or  articles  weighed  or  measured  by  him  or  his  assistant, 
if  any,  with  the  name  of  the  party  for  whom  such 
was  weighed  or  measured,  and  the  amount  of  fee 
received  therefor,  and  shall  pay  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  weekly,  as  a part  of  the  revenue  of  the  city, 
the  whole  of  said  fees,  or  other  fees  which  may  be 
derived  from  the  market,  and  once  in  each  mouth 
shall  report  the  amount  so  paid  to  the  Committee. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Weigh-master  when 
any  article  or  articles  are  brought  to  be  weighed  or 
measured,  loaded  on  a waggon  or  other  vehicle: — 

(a.)  To  furnish  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  the 
load  with  a weigh-note  dated  and  signed  by  him,  the 
said  Weigh-master,  setting  forth  the  gross  weight  of 
such  load,  with  the  waggon  or  other  vehicle,  and  the 
tare  of  the  waggon  or  other  vehicle,  the  net  weight  of 
the  load  and  the  name  of  the  seller,  except  for  hay  or 
straw,  in  which  case  the  gross  weight  only  shall  be 
given,  unless  as  provided  in  the  next  sub-section: 

(6.)  Whenever  required  to  do  so,  either  by  the  pur- 
chaser or  seller,  on  the  same  date  that  he  has  weighed 
any  load,  and  after  the  load  has  been  unloaded  to 
weigh  the  waggon  or  other  vehicle  upon  which  the 
same  was  loaded,  and  to  endorse  upon  the  weigh-note 
the  exact  weight  of  such  waggon  or  other  vehicle. 

6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Superintendent,  or 
any  of  his  deputies  or  assistants,  to  trade  cither  directly 
or  indirectly  in,  or  have  any  direct  or  indirect  interest 
m the  sale  or  profits  of  any  things  or  animals  which 
shall  be  brought  or  exposed  for  sale  on  any  of  the  said 
markets  or  market  places,  or  to  purchase  any  such  on 
behalf  of  any  other  person  or  persons  ; but  the  said 
Superintendent  or  his  assistants  shall  not  hereby  be 
prohibited  from  purchasing  in  the  said  market  what 
may  be  necessary  for  the  private  use  of  themselves 
and  families. 

7.  The  Market  Superintendent  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  the  keys  of  the  market  building,  and  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  opened  and  closed  daily  at  the  hours 
and  times  set  forth  in  clause  three  of  this  by  law. 

8.  The  Market  Superintendent  shall  have  full  power 
to  collect  all  tolls,  rents  and  fees,  excepting  the  rents 
of  stalls  in  the  market  building,  and  to  take  proceed- 
ings to  dispossess  or  remove  any  persons  refusing  to 
pay  the  same,  and  to  summon  the  offender  or  offenders 
before  the  proper  authorities  to  answer  for  such  refusal. 

Butchers,  Hucksters,  etc. 

9.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  slaughter, 
bleed  or  gut  any  animal  or  fish,  or  pluck  or  remove 
the  feathers  from  any  fowl,  poultry  or  wild  game  of 
any  description,  or  pluck  or  remove  the  hair  or  wool 
from  any  sheep  or  other  skin,  or  expose  any  meat  in  a 
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bleeding  state,  or  the  uncloanod  entrails  of  any  animal 
in  or  iiiion  (lio  said  public  markets  or  any  other  place 
within  the  city  where  meats  are  exposed  for  sale,  or 
lay  or  throw  or  deposit  any  dirt,  dung,  garbage  or 
Onal  therein. 

10.  No  butcher,  huckster,  grocer,  trader  or  other 
person  shall  sell,  expose  or  oiler  for  sale  in  any  public 
market,  or  at  any  place  wit  ■ ill  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  Victoria,  any  mead  y pork,  or  unsound,  diseased, 
stale,  rotten,  fermented,  nauseous  or  unwholesome 
meat, poultry,  lisli,  vegetables,  fruits  or  other  articles 
of  food  or  provisions,  or  the  flesh  of  any  animal  dying 
otherwise  than  by  slaughter,  or  any  bull  beef  or  boar 
pork  unless  sold  as  such,  or  poultry  from  which  the 
entrails  and  crop  have  not  been  removed,  or  any  un- 
wholesome bread,  cake  or  pastry,  manufactured  in 
whole  or  in  part  from  unwholesome  flour  or  meal. 

1 1 . Every  person  selling  meat  or  articles  of  provisions 
by  retail,  whether  by  weight  or  measure,  in  this  city 
shall  provide  himself,  herself  or  themselves,  with 
Scales,  weights  and  measures  regularly  stamped, 
marked  and  adjusted  by  the  Inspector  of  Weights 
and  Measures. 

12.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  leave  or  deposit 
within  the  market  building,  or  on  the  pathway  or 
square  surrounding  the  same,  any  green  hides  or 
skins,  or  hides  or  skins  in  a bleeding  state,  nor  leave 
or  expose  for  sale  any  such  hides  or  skins  in  any  vehicle 
after  the  hour  of  8 a.m.  during  the  months  of  April, 
May,  June,  July,  August,  September  or  October  in 
each  year. 

13.  The  occupants  of  all  shops  in  this  city  for  the 
sale  by  retail  of  butcher’s  meat,  fresh,  salt  or  smoked  ; 
fish,  fresh,  salt  or  smoked;  vegetables  and  fruit  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Market  Superinten- 
dent, and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law',  in 
so  far  as  the  same  are  generally  applicable. 

14.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  place,  leave  or 
expose  any  meat,  fish  or  vegetables  upon  or  over  any 
of  the  public  sidewalks  or  streets  in  the  city  for  a 
longer  time  than  may  be  reasonably  necessary  to 
transfer  the  same  to  and  from  the  shop  of  such  person. 

15.  No  person  shall  slaughter,  sell,  offer,  expose  for 
sale  or  barter  or  trade  in  meat  of  any  calf  less  than 
four  weeks  old.  Nor  shall  any  person  burn,  sear,  or 
cut  the  inner  parts  of,  or  confine  the  mouth  of  any 
calf  by  rope,  twine,  or  any  kind  of  muzzle  ; and  no 
person  shall  in  any  manner  tie  or  confine  by  rope, 
twine,  or  otherwise,  the  feet  of  any  calf,  sheep,  lamb, 
swine,  or  poultry,  which  may  be  brought  to  or  exposed 
in  this  city  for  sale. 

16.  Any  person  or  persons  permitted  to  occupy  any 
of  the  stalls  for  the  sale  of  meat,  fish,  or  vegetables  in 
the  markets  established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
established,  in  this  city,  shall  keep  his  or  their  stalls 
in  a clean  or  proper  state,  and  shall  not  suffer  any 
offal  or  offensive  thing  to  remain  in  or  near  the 
premises  after  8 a.m.,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of 
Victoria  such  license  fee  as  the  Council  may  by  by-law 
determine. 

17-  No  person  having  a shop,  stall,  or  standing  in 
any  of  the  markets  of  the  city  shall  in  any  manner 
under-let  the  said  shop,  stall,  ■or  standing  without 
having  first  obtained  leave  in  writing  from  the  com- 
mittee. 

18.  No  person  shall  place,  cause  or  permit,  to  be 
placed,  in  any  of  the  passages  or  open  places  in  the 
public  market,  any  bench,  table,  chair,  or  any  other 
article  or  substance  whatever,  which  may  be  calculated 
to  obstruct  the  free  use  of  the  whole  of  such  passage 
or  open  space. 

19.  The  butchers’  and  hucksters’  stalls  in  the  mar- 
ket, and  any  other  market  that  may  be  hereafter 
established,  shall  be  let  annually  in”  the  month  of 
March,  under  regulations  of  the  committee,  at  such 
rentals  as  may  be  fixed  upon  from  time  to  time  by  the 
City  Council,  all  such  stalls  to  be  leased  for  the  term 
of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  April.  Any  stall  or 
standing  which  shall  not  be  so  rented  in  tho  month  of 
March  aforesaid  may  at  any  time  be  rented  by  the 
committee  to  any  responsible  person,  or,  if  the  com- 
mittee should  see  fit,  they  may  let  the  stalls  by  public 
auction. 

20.  All  rents  of  stalls  or  stands  in  the  public  mar- 
kets of  the  city  shall  be  paid  monthly  in  advance; 
and  each  lessee  shall,  with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  be’ 
approved  by  the  committee,  enter  into  a lease  with 
the  City  of  Victoria,  conditioned  to  pay  the  rent  in 
the  manner  herein  provided,  and  for  the  faithful 
observance,  and  subject  to  the  penalties  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  by-law. 

21.  The  Market  Superintendent  shall  deliver  to  the 
Tax  Collector  a monthly  roll  of  the  amounts  due  for 


rents  to  tho  city  from  persons  occupying  shops,  stalls, 
and  stands  in  the  public  market.  It,  shall  lie  the  duty 
of  the  saiil  Collector  to  collect  the  same  promptly. 

22.  If  tho  lessee  of  any  stall  or  stand  shall  neglect 
for  live  days  after  notice  that  the  same  lias  become 
due,  to  pay  the  rent  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Market  Superintendent  to  enter  and  take  posses 
sion  of  such  stall  or  stand  on  behalf  of  the  city  ; and 
all  leases  shall  contain  a provision  and  covenant  on 
the  part  of  the  lessees  so  entitling  tho  Market  Super- 
intendent. 

23.  If  any  lessee  of  any  stall  or  stand  whose  lease 
shall  have  been  forfeited,  either  by  effluxion  of  time 
or  otherwise,  shall  hold,  use,  or  occupy  any  stall  or 
stand  in  the  public  market,  be  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  city  ten  dollars  for  each  day  he  shall  so  bold,  use, 
or  occupy  the  same,  and  tho  lease  shall  contain  a pro- 
vision to  that  effect. 

24  The  Market  Superintendent,  Health  Officer, 
Health  Inspector,  or  any  I’olice  Officer  may  inspect 
all  meats  or  other  articles  of  provision  that  may  be 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale  in  the  public  markets,  or 
any  other  place  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria, and  in  his  or  their  own  discretion,  shall  have 
power  to  seize  or  destroy,  or  cause  to  be  destroyed, 
such  as  may  be  blown,  tainted,  or  otherwise  unfit  to 
be  used  as  food. 

25.  No  farmer  or  other  person  shall  sell  or  dispose 
of,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  article  of  provision,  or  of 
farm  or  of  garden  produce,  upon  any  of  the  public 
streets,  or  in  any  other  place  within  the  said  city, 
unless  In  or  she  has  first  been  co  the  public  market 
with  such  article  or  load  of  such  farm  or  garden  pro- 
duce, and  paid  the  proper  fee  thereon  : Provide  d,  that 
nothing  in  this  clause  shall  prevent  farmers  or  gar- 
deners from  delivering  to  their  customers  within  the 
city  farm  or  garden  produce,  upon  their  taking  out 
licenses  under  the  Revenue  By-Law,  and  paying  the 
proper  license  fee ; and  such  farmers  or  gardeners, 
who  have  such  licenses,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  clause : Provided,  further,  that  this 
clause  shall  not  be  deemed  to  apply  to  any.  person 
having  a shop  or  other  permanent  place  of  business  in 
this  city  for  the  sale,  by  retail,  of  the  aforesaid 
articles. 

26.  No  person  shall  be  guilty  of  the  offense  of  fore- 
stalling, regrating,  or  m mopolizing,  within  this  mar- 
ket, fresh  fish,  fruits,  roots,  vegetables,  poultry,  or 
dairy  products,  eggs,  or  any  article  required  for  family 
use,  or  such  as  are  usually  sold  in  the  markets, 
brought  into  the  city  for  sale  ; and  no  person  shall 
buy  any  of  the  said  articles,  except  for  his  own  family 
use,  before  the  hour  of  1 1 o’clock  a.m.;  and  no  person, 
knowingly,  shall  sell  any  of  the  said  articles  to  any 
butcher,  grocer,  huckster,  or  runner  in  any  of  the  said 
markets  before  the  hour  aforesaid,  respectively,  and 
notwithstanding  that  such  articles  are,  in  any  of  the 
said  instances,  sold  or  bought  for  export  from  the 
city ; and  no  butcher,  grocer,  huckster,  or  runner 
shall,  before  the  hour  of  11  a.m. , in  any  of  the  said 
markets,  go  to  any  waggon,  or  other  vehicle  in  which 
articles  are  exposed  for  sale,  to  bargain,  or  offer  for 
the  purchase  of,  or  make  a standing  offer  of  a price  for 
any  article,  to  be  paid  to  the  vendor  in  case  the  vendor 
fails  to  sell  such  article  to  another  purchaser  at  a 
higher  price,  or  shall  keep  back  or  hinder  other  per- 
sons from  purchasing ; and  any  butcher,  grocer, 
huckster,  or  runner  so  doing,  or  refusing  to”  desist 
from  so  doing,  and  go  away  upon  being  requested  to 
desist,  or  go  away,  or  in  otherwise  acting  contrary  to 
this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a breach 
of  this  by  law  : 

Provided  that,  from  the  1st  May  to  the  30th  Sep- 
tember in  each  year,  farmers,  immediately  upon  their 
arrival  upon  the  public  market,  and  after  having  paid 
the  market  fees,  may  sell,  at  any  hour,  to  any  person 
upon  the  public  market  or  throughout  the  city,  fresh 
meat,  the  produce  of  their  own  farm,  by  the  quarter 
or  any  greater  quantity. 

Weighing  and  Measuring. 

27.  There  shall  be  a public  weigh -house  and  weigh- 
ing machine  established  in  the  City  of  Victoria  at 
such  place  or  places  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

28.  All  weigh -notes  given  for  articles  or  loads 
weighed  by  the  weigh-master  or  his  assistants  shall  be 
binding  and  final  as  to  their  contents  upon  all  persons 
concerned  in  the  buying  or  selling  of  the  articles  or 
load. 

29.  The  weights  and  measures  regulating  the  weigh- 

ing and  measuring  of  the  articles  and  produce  lor 
general  consumption,  or  applicable  to  this  by-law 
shall  be  the  weights  and  measures  as  established  bv 
the  Dominion  Government.  J 
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30.  Anv  person  committing,  or  attempting  to  com- 
mit, any  fraud  in  the  selling  or  weighing  of  hay,  straw, 
coal,  or  any  other  article  or  thing,  or  introducing 
heavy  articles  into  the  waggon  or  other  vehicle,  or  by 
wetting  or  concealing  wet  or  unmerchantable  articles 
in  the  Toad,  or  by  using  any  fraudulent  device  or  con- 
trivance, or  by  any  means  whatever,  shall  be  liable  to 
the  penalties  provided  for  an  infraction  of  this  by-law. 

31.  All  hay,  straw,  and  firewood  brought  into  the 
city  in  a waggon,  cart,  or  other  vehicle  drawn  by 
horses  or  any  other  animals,  to  be  sold  or  offered  for 
sale,  shall  be  exposed  for  sale  in  the  hay,  straw,  or 
wood  market  as  established  by  this  by-law,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  established  in  this  city,  and  at  no 
other  place  within  the  said  city  ; and  all  such  wag- 
gons, carts,  or  other  vehicles  shall  be  placed  in  such  hay, 
straw,  or  wood  markets  in  such  order  and  position  as 
the  market  superintendent  shall  determine  ; and  no 
person  shall  depart  from  the  line  or  order  in  which  he 
has  been  placed  before  he  has  disposed  of  his  load,  un- 
less to  leave  the  market,  nor  shall  he  loiter  about  the 
streets  of  the  city  with  his  load.  There  shall  be  paid 
to  the  superintendent  of  said  market,  or  his  assistant, 
if  any,  by  the  owner  or  driver  of  every  waggon,  cart, 
or  other  vehicle  drawn  by  horses  or  other  animals 
bringing  into  this  city  for  sale  hay,  straw,  or  wood, 
such  weighing  or  measuring  fee  or  fees  as  may  be  set 
forth  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  of  the  City 
Council. 

.32.  It  shall  be  competent  for  any  purchaser  who 
shall  suspect  any  fraudulent  dealing,  or  deem  himself  or 
herself  wronged  in  the  weight  or  measure  of  any  article 
or  articles  bought  by  him  or  her  on  the  public  markets, 
or  in  any  part  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  to  demand  and 
have  such  article  or  articles  re-weighed  or  re-measured 
at  or  upon  any  of  the  public  scales  or  markets,  and 
the  purchaser  shall  pay  the  charge  of  such  re-weighing 
or  re-measuring,  should  the  pretended  weight  or  meas- 
ure be  found  to  be  correct  ; but,  if  otherwise,  the  ven- 
dor shall  pay  such  charges,  besides  the  penalty  hereby 
imposed  for  breach  of  any  provision  of  this  by-law. 

33.  The  vendor  of  hay,  straw,  or  wood  immediately 
on  his  arrival  on  any  of  the  public  markets,  and  before 
he  has  offered  the  same  for  sale,  shall  cause  his  load  or 
loads  to  be  weighed  or  measured,  as  the  case  may  be, 
by  the  weigh-master  or  his  assistant,  and  shall  pro- 
duce to  any  purchaser,  on  reejuest,  the  weigh-note  or 
certificate  of  quantity  contained  in  such  load  or  loads. 
And  the  seller  of  any  such  hay,  straw,  and  wood,  or  of 
coal,  fresh  meat,  dairy  produce,  farm  or  garden  pro- 
duce, or  any  such  other  article  or  thing  so  sold  by 
weight  or  measure,  who  refuses  to  produce  the  “weigh- 
note  ” relative  to  such  purchase  for  inspection,  when 
demanded  to  do  so  by  said  purchaser,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  infraction  of  this  by-law. 

34.  All  firewood  brought  into  the  city  and  exposed 
or  offered  for  sale,  or  marketed,  shall  be  sold  by  the 
cord,  and  such  cord  shall  contain  T28  feet  of  wood, 
cubic  measurement,  measured  from  point  to  scarf. 

35.  The  market  superintendent,  or  his  assistants,  if 
any,  may  inspect  and  measure  all  firewood  brought 
into  the  city  for  sale  or  to  be  marketed. 

36.  No  firewood  shall  be  deceitfully  or  unfairly 
piled  so  as  to  appear  of  greater  measurement  than  if 
fairly,  closely,  and  compactly  piled  ; no  crooked  wood 
shall  be  packed  or  piled  with  cord  wood,  but  the  same 
shall  be  packed  or  piled  separately,  the  market  super- 
intendent, or  his  assistant;  making  due  allowance  for 
such  crooked  wood  in  his  measurements.  In  measur- 
ing wood  one-third  to  be  allowed  off  all  cross  piles. 

37.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  market  superintend- 
ent, or  his  assistant,  either  upon  request  or  upon  infor- 
mation given  him,  or  of  his  own  accord,  to  inspect  and 
examine  any  firewood  publicly  exposed  for  sale,  or 
sold  within  the  city,  and  in  case  the  said  firewood 
shall  bo  found  short  of  the  measure  as  before  stated, 
or  shall  be  found  not  to  be  closely  or  properly  piled, 
the  person  or  persons  offering  or  exposing  the  same 
for  sale  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  this 
by-law. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Bread. 

38.  All  household  bread  manufactured  by  any  per- 
son in  the  city  for  sale,  or  offered  for  sale,  or  sold  in 
the  city,  shall  be  of  good  and  wholesome  flour  or 
meal,  and  shall  be  of  the  full  weight  of  one  pound 
and  two  pounds  respectively  for  the  small  and  large 
loaves,  and  shall  be  marked  with  the  number  indicating 
the  weight  of  said  loaves,  and  also  with  the  initial 
letters  of  the  baker  or  bakers  thereof.  The  term 
“ household  bread  ” to  imply  all  bread  when  two  or 
more  loaves  arc  baked  in  one  pan.  All  other  kinds, 
namely,  currant  loaves  and  cream  loaves,  to  be  termed 


“ fancy  bread,”  and  not  to  come  under  the  meaning  of 
this  clause. 

39.  The  Market  Superintendent,  police  officer  or 
any  other  person  whom  the  Council  may  by  resolution 
appoint,  shall  be  inspector  or  inspectors  of  bread,  and 
it  shall  be  his  or  their  duty,  at  all  seasonable  hours, 
not  less  than  once  in  each  month,  to  enter  and  examine 
each  bake-shop  or  other  building  in  the  city  where 
bread  is  baked,  deposited  or  offered  for  sale,  and  also 
to  stop  and  examine  any  vehicle  carrying  bread  for 
sale  in  the  city,  and,  in  the  presence  of  at  least  one 
witness,  to  inspect,  weigh  and  examine  all  bread  found 
therein,  and  if  the  said  inspector,  or  any  one  or  more 
of  the  said  inspectors,  shall  find  any  loaf  or  loaves  of 
bread  deficient  in  weight,  or  not  conformable  to  the 
directions  herein  contained,  or  any  part  of  them,  he 
or  they  shall  immediately  seize  and  confiscate  the  same, 
and  shall  dispose  of  the  same  under  the  directions  of 
the  Mayor  or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  : Provided, 
always,  that  the  bread  made  over  twelve  hours  prior 
to  inspection,  and  under  twenty-four  hours,  one-half 
ounce  light  weight  to  be  allowed  for  each  one  pound 
loaf,  or  one  ounce  for  each  two  pound  loaf ; over 
twenty-four  hours,  double  the  allowance  in  each  case, 
respectively. 

40.  Every  vendor  of  bread  shall  keep  scales  and 
weights  suitable  for  weighing  of  bread  in  a conspicuous 
place  in  his  or  her  shop,  and  every  vendor  of  bread 
shall,  when  required  by  any  purchaser  or  purchasers 
thereof,  weigh  the  bread  offered  by  him  or  her  for 
sale. 

41.  No  person  shall  hinder,  obstruct,  or  prevent  the 
Market  Superintendent,  any  inspector  or  inspectors  of 
bread  in  the  execution  of  his  or  their  duty  under  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law. 

Sale  of  Coal. 

42.  Every  coal  dealer  in  the  City  of  Victoria  shall 
give  to  the  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  each  load  of 
coal  sent  out  for  delivery  to  a purchaser  in  the  said 
city  a ticket  signed  by  such  dealer,  or  his  agent, 
specifying  the  true  amount  of  coal  contained  in  such 
load. 

43.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Market  Superintendent, 
or  any  police  officer,  to  require  that  any  load  of  coal 
on  its  way  from  seller  to  buyer  in  said  city  shall  be 
weighed  upon  any  of  the  public  scales  of  the  city,  or 
for  the  purchaser  of  any  load  of  coal  to  require  that 
the  same  shall  be  so  weighed  ; and  the  driver  or  per- 
son in  charge  thereof  shall  thereupon  have  the  said 
load  and  vehicle  weighed  separately  at  such  scale  at 
the  expense  of  the  party  requiring  same,  and  shall 
then  and  there  produce  to  the  weigh-master  the 
ticket  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  by- 
law. 

44.  Any  dealer  who  falsely  states  in  the  ticket 
aforesaid  the  weight  or  amount  of  the  coal  in  any 
load,  and  any  person  who,  upon  request  as  aforesaid, 
refuses  to  have  his  load  or  vehicle  weighed,  or  produce 
his  ticket  to  the  weigh-master,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalties  of  this  by-law. 

Cattle  Market. 

45.  No  horned  cattle,  calves,  swine,  sheep,  horse, 
mare,  colt,  filly,  or  gelding  brought  into  the  City  of 
Victoria  for  sale  shall  be  sold  in  any  of  the  public 
streets  or  other  places  in  the  said  city  before  they 
have  been  at  the  cattle  market,  and  the  market  fees 
have  been  paid  thereon,  except  such  as  may  be  sold 
by  any  licensed  auctioneer  for  the  said  city  upon  his 
own  premises,  or  at  such  other  place  or  places  as  the 
City  Council  may,  by  any  general  regulation  or  reso- 
lution, describe  for  such  purpose. 

46.  All  animals  exposed  for  sale  or  market  in  the 
cattle  market  shall  be  arranged  in  such  order  as  the 
Market  Superintendent,  or  his  assistant,  shall  direct, 
and  be  fastened  in  the  stalls,  or  to  the  place  or  places 
assigned  for  such  purpose,  so  as  to  secure  them  from 
doing  injury  to  any  person,  or  being  injured  by  each 
other. 

47.  No  person  or  persons  selling,  or  exposing  for  sale, 
on  the  said  market  any  live  stock  whatsoever  shall  in 
any  way  illtreat  or  be  guilty  of  cruelty  towards  the 
same,  either  by  beating  them  unmercifully  or  keeping 
them  lying  on  the  ground  with  their  feet  tied. 

48.  All  persons  offering  or  exposing  for  sale  on  said 
cattle  market  any  live  stock  shall  be  subject  to  such 
market  fees  as  the  Council  may  from  time  to  time,  by 
resolution,  set  forth. 

General  Provisions. 

49.  The  Market  Committee  shall  have  the  control 
of  all  the  officers  of  the  city  employed  in  or  about  the 
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public  market,  ami  Almll  have  tin*  power  to  make  any 
regulations  as  to  the  markets,  or  tlm  lessees  or  occu- 
pants of  the  same,  as  to  the  officers  of  the  city  otn- 
ployoil  there,  and  as  to  all  ])ersons  attending  or  tre- 
quentiug  the  same,  subject  to  approval  of  the  City 
Council. 


50.  Every  person  frequenting  the  markets  with 
articles  of  provision,  fuel,  farm  or  garden  produce,  ol 
any  kind  for  sale  shall  place  their  waggon,  or  other 
vehiel  ■,  in  such  order  as  the  Market  Superintendent 
shall  direct,  and  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  have 
any  waggon,  or  other  vehicle,  in  the  markets  except 
in  such  places  as  may  be  directed  by  the  said  Super- 
intendent ; nor  shall  any  butcher,  or  other  person, 
place  or  tie,  or  allow  to  be  placed  or  tied,  upon  any 
passage,  pathway,  or  road  in  or  surrounding  any  mar- 
ket, any  calf,  sheep,  swine,  or  any  other  animal. 

51.  In  case  any  persons  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  any 
goods,  provisions,  or  other  articles  contrary  to  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  the  person  so  offend- 
ing shall,  after  being  warned  by  the  Market  Superin- 
tendent, or  other  person  duly  authorized,  shall  be 
summarily  removed,  together  with  hisgoods,  provisions, 
or  other  articles  out  of  the  public  market  or  bound- 
aries aforesaid,  and  every  person  or  persons  hindering, 
obstructing,  or  molesting  the  said  Superintendent,  or 
other  authorized  person  aforesaid,  in  the  performance 
of  his  duty  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  of  this  by- 
law, and  all  butchers  who  resort  to  and  use  the  public 
market  now,  or  hereafter  to  lie  established  within  this 
city,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  Iheir  trade  or 
calling,  or  selling,  or  disposing  of  articles  in  such  mar- 
kets shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

52.  No  person  in  any  of  the  public  markets  of  the 
city  shall  be  guilty  of  any'  lewd,  lascivious  or  dis- 
orderly conduct,  or  make  anyr  loud  or  boisterous 
noises,  or  use  any  profane  or  vulgar  language,  or  stand 
about  without  business  and  obstruct  the  passage  ways 
of  any  market  buildings  or  places,  or  commit  any 
nuisance,  or  do  any'  act  that  is  calculated  to  lead  to  a 
breach  of.  the  peace,  or  which  tends  to  disturb  the  good 
order  and  decorum  thereof  ; nor  shall  any  person  or 
persons  in  charge  of  waggons,  or  other  vehicles,  or 
horses  or  cattle  attached  thereto,  leave  the  same  or 
assemble  together  on  the  sidewalk,  or  wantonly  snap 
their  whips,  or  make  a noise,  or  annoy,  or  insult  per- 
sons passing  on  the  sidewalk,  or  through  the  market. 

53.  No  person  shall  resist,  obstruct,  molest,  or  in- 
terfere with  the  Market  Superintendent,  or  any  other 
officer  iu  charge  of  the  market,  in  the  execution  of  his 
duty. 

54.  All  public  fairs,  agricultural  exhibitions,  or  pet 
stock  exhibitions  held  in  this  city  shall  he  exempt 
from  the  liability  of  any  tolls  or  fees  imposed  by  virtue 
of  this  by-law,  and  all  live  stock,  or  farm  or  garden 
produce,  in  transit  to  or  from  such  fair  or  exhibition 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  imposition  of  all  such  tolls  or 
fees. 


55.  The  Council  shall,  by  resolution  from  time  to 
time,  set  forth  all  tolls,  rentals,  and  fees  authorized 
for  collection  under  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

56.  No  bailiff  or  crier  of  small  wares  or  patent  medi- 
cine shall  practice  his  or  her  calling  upon  the  public 
markets,  or  in  any  of  the  streets  contiguous  thereto. 

57.  No  person  shall  bring  wood  to  any  public  mar- 
ket and  expose  the  same  as  a sample,  and  offer  or 
promise  to  deliver  from  his  yard  or  yards,  or  any  other 
yard  or  yards,  any  quantity  of  wood  which  he  may 
claim  to  be  similar  in  quality  or  quantity  ; but  shall 
only  expose  it  for  sale,  and  immediately  on  its  being 
sold  deliver  same  to  the  purchaser,  and  if  any  such 
load  or  loads  of  wood  shall  remain  upon  the  said  mar- 
ket for  a longer  period  than  thirty  hours  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof  shall  be  again  liable  for  the  further 
payment  of  the  measuring  fees. 

58.  Any  person  selling,  within  the  City  of  Victoria, 
milk  adulterated  with  water  or  any  substance  what- 
ever, or  the  compound  known  as  “ oleomargerine  ” 
under  the  name  of  butter,  or  shall  offer  or  expose  for 
sale  any  other  adulterated  article  of  food  whatever, 
shall  be  liable  to  prosecution  for  infraction  of  this 
by-law. 

59.  No  person  shall  post  or  tack  to  any  weigh-house, 
or  on  or  to  any  part  of  the  market  building,  any  bills, 
notices,  papers,  posters,  or  placards,  and  any  person 
so  doing  shall  be  guilty  of  a breach  of  this  by-law  : 
Provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  Mar- 
ket Superintendent  from  posting  up  notices  for  the 
guidance  of  purchasers  and  others  frequenting  the 
market,  or  other  notices  having  reference  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  by-law'. 


(it)  No  empty  cart,  \vaggim,  or  other  vehicle  shall  be 
permitted  to  stand  on  the  public  market,  but  butchers 
and  hucksters  renting  stalls  in  the  market  shall  bo 
allowed,  during  business  hours,  to  place  their  delivery 
waggons  opposite  their  respective  stalls,  in  such  a posi- 
tion as  the  Market  Superintendent  may  direct,  and 
such  horses  or  other  animals  as  belong  to,  or  may  be 
harnessed  thereunto,  shall  be  securely  fastened  by 
weight  or  otherwise  ; and  should  any  butcher,  huck- 
ster, or  bis  or  their  employe  or  person  in  charge, 
neglect  to  so  fasten  said  horse,  horses,  or  other 
animals,  it  shall  be  considered  an  infraction  of  this 
by-law. 

61.  The  Market  Superintendent  or  Police  Officer 
shall  have  the  power  to  remove  any  empty  vehicles, 
or  other  obstruction  which  may  be  standing  upon  the 
public  market ; and  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  shall 
be  liable  for  the  cost  of  such  removal,  in  addition  to 
the  penalty  imposed  by  this  by  law. 

62.  No  person  .-  hall  leave  the  market  with  his  load 
or  loads  until  ho  shall  have  paid  the  proper  fee  thereof, 
nor  shall  any  load  or  loads  be  permitted  to  remain  on 
the  market  over  Sunday. 

63.  No  person  shall  fak-ify  or  alter  the  marks  made 
upon  hi.,  load  or  vehicle  by  the  Market  Superintendent 
or  his  assistants  (if  any),  or  efface  the  same  until  the 
contents  of  such  vehicle  have  been  delivered. 

PENALTY. 

Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any 
of  the  provision,  of  this  by-law  shall,  upon  conviction 
therefor  in  addition  to  the  penalties  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, forfeit  and  pay  a penalty  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  and  costs,  and  not  less  than  two 
dollars  and  costs,  for  each  offense. 


APPENDIX  TO  MARKET  BY-LAW'. 


The  Market  Superintendent  shall  demand  and  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  following  fees  and  tolls,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Market  By-Law :

For  Correcting  and  Jtevisini/  Municipal  Voters'  List 
for  1801. 

IT  IS  HEREBY  ENACTED  by  the  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  that  the  I 
Voters’  Lists  of  1891  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Victoria  shall  be  finally  corrected  and  revised  by  the 
Mayor  and  Council  of  said  City  at  the  City  Hall,  j 
Victoria,  and  certified  as  correct  by  the  Mayor,  on! 
Monday,  21st  day  of  December,  A.D.  1891.  That  all 
complaints  in  respect  to  the  said  voters’  list  will  be 
heard  and  determined  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of 
the  said  City  at  the  time  and  place  aforesaid  : Pro- 


vided notice  in  writing  specifying  the  nature  of  any 
such  complaint  or  complaints,  and  signed  by  the  per- 
son or  persons  complaining,  to  be  delivered  to  the  City 
Clerk,  at  the  City  Hall,  not  later  than  Saturday,  the 
19th  day  of  December,  A.D.  1891. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “ The  Voters’  Lists 
Revision  By-Law,  1891.”
